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Please Read Carefully 


The parking garage will be on your right- 
hand side, just pass the mid-block traffic 
light as your travel south on Los Angeles 
Street from Temple Street. Turn RIGHT 
into the driveway. The attendant will 
have a day pass for you and/or use your 
Day of Parking Permit. 

Unless parking is full, attendant will 
direct you to park in the "Visitor's 
Section" of P2, P3 or P4 (down a ramp to 
your slight left). 

Once parked, head toward the center of 
the parking lot (south toward the white 
vans and city cars parked inside the 
fence) and follow the walkway and enter 


the building’s parking entrance. Take 
either bank of elevators to the 3rd Floor. 

DIRECTIONS FROM CITY HALL EAST TO 
CITY HALL: Once you exit the elevator, 
head west and look for the "Bridge" 
signs. The bridge connects City Hall East 
(where you parked) and City Hall. As 
you cross the bridge, there will be a 
security guard on your right. Sign-in and 
get a visitor's pass - please bring photo 
ID. After you have your pass, continue 
across the bridge. 

FYI - Parking, passing through security 
and reach the tower may take 30 
minutes.
